WESTERN EAMBLINOS. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, Mirch, 1884. 


[The following letter, written while 0111 corre*pon> 


il, ntwa in Oiegun, talle.t to leach us In regular 
course.] 


EDITOH GAZETTE:—Since writing our 


last we have been roaming around in the 
Wiltiamette valley, and now before leav- 
ing this inland harbor for a voyage on the 
briny deep we will note some matters in 
general relative to this far away western 
country. The advance of civilization has 
been so rapid within the last decade that 
it is hard for the busj cast to correctl.s 
comprehend the geography of our Union 
It used to be that western Pennsylvania 
was looked upon as the western boundary 
of civilization and the jumping-off place. 
Later, Chicago was in the fai off wilds of 
the west; and but a few years ago Kansas 
was too far toward the setting sun to 
think of going there and returning wit!) 
a wholj scalp, and yet the eastern portion 
of Kansas is but half-way to this city. 
Intervening are immense scopes of coun- 
try rapidly nettling up, empires o( wealth 
and civilization, destined soon to stand 
prominent in our history, coming to the 
front with a political and commercial sig- 
nificance of no little magnitude. 


The completion of the Northern Pa- 


cific railroad, uniting the great Northwest 
with the East, has already given great 
impetus to this State and the territories 
throng b which it passes. The early com- 
pletion of the Oregon and California 
road will also be of great benefit, and 
give a continuous route by rail from San 
Francisco through Oregon, Washington, 
Idaho, Montana, Dakota, and Minnesota 
to Chicago. Other trans-continental roads 
are under way, which will add to the rapid 
settlement and general prosperity of all 
those vast regions, and our country will 
truly be a land of magnificent distances, 
so that one can traverse its circumference 
and diameter as readily as a spider flits 
to and fro over its intricate web. 


The immense foreign immigration cou- 


pled with the overflow of population in 
the oWer settled States, ii causing a hu- 


remarkably healthy climate, tb 


soil rich and productive, a portion of th 
linds lay well, but the largest part is roll 
ing or hilly, so that farming U not attend 
ed with the same degree of comfort tha 
one finds in more level land, yet farmer 
who are engaged in tilling those stee] 
lauds get a good income from their labor 
and there seems to be general prosperity 
among them. The climatic changes ar 
more varied than here nearer the sea 
coast. 
Considerable rain and snow falls 


in Washington in the fall and winter.and 
the temperature is similar to Missouri. 


In Oregon the rainfall is considerable 


one year with another about 40 inches 
some few days are foggy all day, and oc- 
casionally a hailstorm is experienced. 
The lowest temperature in the last six 
years was 8 degrees; highest 83 ; it sel- 
dom falls below 20. Statistics show the 
climate to bo as healthy as any State in 
the Union, so far as mortality of deaths 
go. There are some cases of chills and 
fWpr fnnnri 
remarks apply to the valley between the 
Cascade mountains and the Coast Range, 
which embraces the oldest settled and 
best portion of the agricultural region of 
the State. East of the Cascade Range 
the climate and country is more like that 
of Washington and Idaho. 


Portland is a town of great commercial 


interest to the State. It is the gateway 
of imports and exports. 
A line of steam 


ships ply between this city and San Fran- 
cisco, and also direct steamship trade is 
carried on from here to various ports in 
the old world. Most of the public build- 
ings are large, well built structures. The 
Market Theatre block cost about $275,- 
000. 
Quite a number of buildiugs are in 


course of erection, and the general hum 
of business denotes considerable prosper- 
ity. 
Real estate is advancing considera- 


bly in price, not however with that spec- 
ulative tendency so common to western 
towns.

The 
whole style of Christ was fur from simple; 
it was mystical and paradoxical.

not to jbe interpreted by the outward 
senae, but contains marvelous truth in its 
inward meaning. No pan is carried so 
far from 
literal interpretation as the 


Sermon on the Mount. 
Taken literally, 


nothing can be more misleading.

.aUroad and Pullman Car Companies, 
ainst whom the charge of embnzzieimenl 
as sustained.

These men were all respectable and 


onest until they were tempted to dis- 
onesty — tempted to the loss of reputation 
nd position, and, in fact, into prison, by 
le ticket scalpers. 
Every ticket fraud- 


lently abstracted or withheld by them, 
was proved on their trials, was Stibse- 
uently sold to the scalpers at largely 
educed r,ites-and resold to travellers fb 
be used a second time. Tbus'the railroad 
companies suffered severt) losies, and in 
cases where the frauds weie discovered In 
time tlie passengers holding the scalpers' 
tickets were subject to loss and inconve- 
nience. 


No railroad, company is secure from 


loss, no railroad conductor safe from 
t'emptatloh, and nn passenger free from 
dah'gci of buying fraudulent and useless 
tickets, so long as iibket scalping is legal- 
ized '' The railroads that are carrying 
passengers upon terms so favorable should 
be protected from 'fraud, their employees 
from the' temptation that rdbs them of 
home, friends and employment, and pas- 
sensers from inconvenience or fraud.

tbe Society for the Prevention of Cruelt 
to Children. The case seemed to be on 
where the punishment was altogether ou 
of proportion to the offence. 
It wa 


needlessly harsh and cr.iel, as is almos 
always the character of corporal punish 
mcnt when inflicted by passionate teach 
ers, whose first business it should be to 
govern their own tempers, and coutro 
their angry feelings. In this instance thi 
judge said that lie did not doubt tha 
the girl was overbearing, and that th< 
teacher had been preatly provoked to 
administer the punishment, but, never- 
theless, be considered it a question to be 
determined in tbe court of special ses- 
sions. 
He fixed bail at $300. 


My principal object in mentioning this 


circumstance is to cull attention to the 
fact, which was referred to during the 
investigation, that corporal punishment is 
prohibited in the public schools of New 
York. 
Tiic school in question is an In- 


dustrial School, and it was held that the 
rule in regard to punishment ought to 
prevail there as well as in the public 
schools. 


If the schools of New York can sue' 


cessfully flourish without the aid of 
corporal punishment, why should not the 
schools of Pennsylvania, and especially 
Bristol succeed and prosper without such 
lelp ? Corporal punishment is very apt 
:o go beyond tbe limit of moderation. 
[t is too likely to take the form of cruelty, 


i tlie hands of any one who has not the 


sower or wisdom to control angry pas- 
sions, it almost surely developes into 
)rutality. Where this is the case there 
s injury without benefit to tbe child, the 
teacher is degraded, and the school is 
>rought into disgrace. 
It must be a very 


extreme case indeed that cannot be suc- 
cessfully met and managed by the good 
sense and judgment of the teacher, and 


>y 
the exercise of kindness, patience 


nd tact. 
Besides, there are other 


nethods of punishment that are far more 
atioiml than beating, far less objection- 
able, and a good deal more likely to be 


fTective. 
It will sometimes be found 


hat the harshest treatment has been resort- 
id to when there was no excuse for it what- 
ever, and that the offence that gave rise to 
twas of the most trivial character. If the 
onduct of a child is so bad that it cannot 
e coriected by humane methods of punish- 


ment, it would be better for the teacher, 
letter for the good order of the school, 
nd better for tbe reputation of tbe school 
liscipline, to send the child home to his 
Brents.

;orn the masks from the faces of two of 
their assilants, and recognized James 
Fames and William Macdonald, two well- 
nown residents of the neighborhood.

AMERIOAN OABPET8. 


Time wu, and not many years ago, 


when fine carpets were looked upon as a 
luxury that could only be enjoyed by the 
rich. } \en the well-to-do farmer covered 
his flours with rag carpets or allowed 
them to remain bare, while th« bouse of 
the grc >t laboring class, including those 
of thrifty mechanics, were only tn rare 
inttanci > furnished with floor coverings 
of any \ alue. Now the American houses 
that arc not comfortably carpeted are the 
exception rather than the rule. 


So mi estimates are furiiiabcd by a late 


number of BradstreeC* showing the im- 
mense growth of tbo carpet industry and 
the changes in the source of supply dur- 
ing thi Inst twenty-five years. At the 
beginning of the late war nearly all the 
better sorts of carpets were imported, 
none, or almost none, beitij* manufactued 
in this i ountry. For the fiscal year end- 
ing June, 1860, the imports of carpets 
into tb s country, mostly from England 
and Scotland, were $2,542,523, the car- 
pets averaging at that time about one dol- 
lar per square yard. The balance of the 
carpets used by the American people wcrt 
mostly rag carpets and manufactured by 
ordinary band-looms. The imports for 
the year ending June, 1888, amounted to 
less tb in one million square yards, but the 
carpets manufactured in America nmnu- 
factorici aggregated upwards of thirty 
million square yards, worth 125,000,000. 
It will thus be seen that while the popu- 
lation has not quite doubled in that time 
the con iumption of carpets has increased 
tenfold and that the increase 1ms been en- 
tirely in tbo borne manufactured article, 
thu looms of Philadelphia, Lowell and 
oilier carpet centres producing the finest 
grades of goods as well as the cheapest.

people 
The bright carpets and rugs 


which now adorn tbe floors of the average 
Amerit m home are not only an index of 
the greater thrift and more refined tastes 
of the (.Teat mass of the people, but they 
are also a sure and unmistaken indication 
of the (.kill and prosperity of the new gen- 
eration of American manufactures. Per- 
haps without a protective tariff during the 
last quarter of a century the average 
Amerit in home would have been adorned 
with tbi'ir present bright floor coverings 
and $2.r>,000,000 worth of carpets manu- 
fnctured annually by American looms.

the Rsv John Eliot, who emigrated tu 
America in 1031. 
Uo was unwearying 


in his 1 ibors to convert ths heathen, and 
to that end he masteied a dialect of their 
language and set 
himself the task of 


translating Bible so that the sivages 
could read 
There is no doubt of John 


Eliot's disinterested zeal and thcnugni 
tude and difficulty of the labor he imposed 
upon himself. His now famous Indian 
Bible did little towards turning the reli- 
gious belief of the aborigines, but as a 
typographic curiosity it will always have 
a first place in all collections of rare 
American books. 
Printers of our day 


will sympathize with their predecessors 
of two centuries and a quarter ago, who 
came over from the jollities of London to 
the austerities of Massachusetts Bay to 
wrestle with intricate Indian type and 
the stern habits of Puritan society. 
Dr. 


Cotton Mather tells us that good John 
Eliot made the entire translation of the 
Bible into the Indian tongue with one 
pen, and that it was the fir ft Bible ever 
printed in America.

There are a great unmber of different 
kinds of sponges besides those of the 
shops, and some are to be found in nearly 
every sea, though they hive so httlu re- 
semblance to what yon ordintrilj see thit 
you would hardly suppose them to be re- 
lated. The fiuer Uinds come from the 
Levant and Mediterranean, while the 
coarser sorts are from the West Indies 
and Florida. The Turks gather them by 
diving, while the sponge-fishers of the is- 
lands along the coast of Greece use forks 
having barbed tines fixed to the end of a 
long pole. Those collected with the fork 
are apt to be injured. 
Besides, the finest 


kind are found in water fifty feet or more 
deep and can only be readied by diving. 
To prepare the sp.mncs they aie coveted 
with sand when the jelly-like portion soon 
decaji, after this is removed they are 
thoroughly washed and dried. The finest 
quality of sponge is very costlv.
